(23*8)  which  was  again  below  that  for  1955,  1954,  53,  52  and  51. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  AREA. 

The  provisions  generally  are  good,  and  the  workers  m  the  Health 
Service  are  to  be  congratulated  that  there  is  such  smooth  running  as  there 
IS.  The  average  man  or  woman  today  is  so  hospital-conscious  m  his  outlook 
that  added  strain  is  thrown  on  a  consistently  over-stretched  situation.  If 
only  one  could  reduce  this  consciousness  one  might  make  available  more 
beds  for  investigation  of  deserving  cases. 

Moreover  this  attitude  has  a  further  deleterious  effect  m  over-loading 
clinics  especially  in  certain  specialities,  causing  much  over-strain  for 
conscientious  consultants. 

Again  though  we  are  wonderfully  served  in  the  Mental  Hospital 
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Services,  in  this  area  there  is  urgent  need  for  more  staff  and  beds  for  this 
work.  In  the  country  as  a  whole  no  less  a  number  than  1 56,000  beds  out 
of  a  total  of  476,000  are  allocated  for  people  with  mental  disorder. 

The  chronic  sick  bed  position  is  still  (and  always  will  be,  I  think) 
somewhat  of  a  headache.  But  the  co-operation  between  neighbours  m  our 
country  districts  is  like  the  quality  of  mercy  m  that  it  is  twice'blessed,  and 
the  independence  of  the  old  is  preserved,  and  a  costly  hospital  bed  often 
saved,  for  a  more  urgent  and  pressing  “  productivity-producing  ”  man  or 
woman. 

The  Dental  position  is  still  causing  anxiety.  As  during  the  next  ten 
years  a  nett  13%  of  all  dentists  (say  2,000)  will  be  lost  to  the  profession, 
it  is  incumbent  on  us  to  encourage  all  suitable  and  likely  people  to  undergo 
training;  and  possibly  help  prevent  dental  caries  by  more  adequate  tooth- 
drill  training  m  the  young;  and  even  by  flooridisation  o£  our  water 
supplies. 

It  may  not  be  known  that  our  Dental  Health  Services  are  concerned 
with  no  less  than  6j  million  school  children  and  million  mothers.  And 
m  spite  of  all  efforts  it  is  believed,  that  f  of  the  child  population  fail  to 
receive  dental  treatment  in  any  one  year. 

The  Ambulance  Service  as  one  can  see  by  using  ones  faculties  of 
observation  is  an  ubiquitous  one,  and  constant  care  and  honesty  m  the  use 
thereof  is  essential  as  ever.

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  from  approximately  4,869  premises,  is  carried  out  by 
Public  Contract  in  the  following  parishes  at  a  cost  of  £3,271  : 

Full  scheme  :  Saxilby,  Nettleham  and  Bardney  (including  Southrey) 
Part  scheme  :  Dry  Refuse  only — the  remainder  of  the  district. 

All  the  refuse  with  the  exception  of  Bardney  including  Southrey 
and  Saxilby  is  deposited  at  Nettleham  tip  and  is  controlled  by  a  pari 
time  workman.  It  is  estimated  that  over  3,500  tons  are  deposited  annually. 

1471  loads  of  refuse  were  deposited  on  our  Nettleham  Tip  of  which 
29  loads  were  of  soil  and  brick  rubble,  obtained  from  Civil  Engineering 
contractors  and  local  builders. 

We  are  always  pleased  to  get  any  surplus  soil  or  brick  rubble  for 
covering  over  the  refuse.

The  work  under  this  Act  continues  to  make  steady  progress.  Many 
more  enquiries  are  now  received  and  about  1 1 8  inspections  w  ere  made 
in  this  connection  and  also  as  the  works  of  improvements  proceeded. 

Interviews  and  site  inspections  take  up  a  considerable  amount  of  time 
but  when  it  is  considered  that  units  of  accommodation  with  modern 
amenities  are  being  provided  it  will  be  realised  that  a  valuable  contribution 
IS  made  towards  the  solving  of  our  housing  problems. 

Slum  Clearance  Programme,  Housing  Act,  1936. 

The  work  of  Slum  clearance  was  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  the 

year. 

20  houses  were  dealt  with  (i.e.  1 1  Demolition  orders.  5  subject  to 
undertaking  or  Closing  Orders,  and  action  on  the  remaining  4  to  be  taken 
in  1957. 

In  the  removal  of  unfit  houses  the  opportunity  should  not  be  missed  to 
rebuild  and  reshape  to  better  standards  without  disrupting  village  life  and 
traditions. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS 

Care  of  the  Aged 

In  the  present  day  we  are  all  living  to  a  greater  age.  To  preserve  a 
reasonable  state  of  health  happiness  is  most  essential  and  to  ensure  this 
many  ingredients  are  necessary,  first  and  foremost  being  a  sense  of  being 
wanted  m  the  commmunity  and  being  independent.  This  can  be  helped 
along  by  the  provision  of  housing  units  some  with  one,  some  with  two 
bed-rooms,  m  a  community  of  say  twenty  or  more  people,  with  a  communal 
room  for  whist  drives,  television,  entertainments,  etc.  and  a  warden  installed 
in  the  budding  to  whom  the  old  people  can  come  to  for  help  and  advice 
whilst  having  their  own  friendly  knick-knacks,  furniture,  pictures,  etc. 
around  them.  The  siting  of  such  places  should  envisage  easy  access  to  shops 
libraries,  places  of  entertainment  and  the  general  life  of  the  community. 

Cancer 

A  bomb-shell,  not  entirely  unexpected,  has  been  thrown  at  the  British 
Public  recently.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a  special  report  published  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  which  said  that  the  relationship  between  smoking  and 
lung  cancer  “  is  one  of  direct  cause  and  effect.”  Blunt  words!  The  reasons 
are  mainly  statistical.  Thus  a  great  increase  in  the  death  rate  from  cancer  of 
the  lung  has  occurred  m  Great  Britain  and  other  countries  during  the  last 
25  years.  A  small  number  can  be  attributed  to  specific  industrial  hazards 
and  a  small  number  may  be  due  due  atmospheric  pollution.  Evidence  from 
many  investigations  in  different  countries  indicates  that  the  major  part  of 
the  increase  is  associated  with  tobacco  smoking,  particularly  in  the  form  of 
cigarettes.  The  identification  of  several  carcinogenic  substances  m  tobacco 
smoke  provides  a  rational  basis  for  a  causal  relationship.  Recently,  I  believe, 
a  tar  from*  tobacco  smoke  has  caused  cancer  m  a  rat  exposed  thereto. 

By  1 955  the  death  rate  from  cancer  of  the  lung  had  more  than  doubled 
that  of  1 945.  And  amongst  men  the  disease  is  responsible  for  approximately 
1  in  18  of  all  deaths.  As  the  investigations  m  this  country  covered  40,000 
doctors  from  1951  onwards  the  results  have  added  significance. 

There  is  higher  mortality  m  smokers  than  non-smokers,  m  heavy 
smokers  than  in  light  smokers,  in  cigarette  rather  than  pipe  smokers  and 
in  those  who  continued  to  smoke  than  m  those  who  gave  it  up. 

Since  the  report  was  issued  the  Professor  of  Radiotherapy  at  London 
University  has  confirmed  it  saying  “  In  the  last  50  years  the  insults  to  which 
we  have  been  exposing  our  bronchial  mucosa  have  been  increasing  and  m 
consequence  the  death  rate  from  cancer  of  the  lung  has  been  rising.  The 
recognition  of  cigarette  smoking  as  an  important  and  probably  as  the  most 
important  of  the  insults  responsible  provides  an  opportunity  for  those  who 
wish  to  do  so  to  reduce  their  lung  cancer  risk.”  This  is  now  clear  and  should 
be  stated  clearly.” 

Also  the  American  Surgeon  General  Mr.  Leroy  Burney  says  ”  studies 
have  confirmed  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that  there  is  a  high  degree  of 
statistical  association  between  lung  cancer  and  heavy  and  prolonged 
cigarette  smoking.  Pipe  and  cigar  smokers  are  not  as  susceptible  to  lur- 
cancer. 
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Perhaps  herein  lies  the  germ  of  a  social  revolution.  Tobacco,  and  more 
preponderantly  cigarettes,  provide  much  revenue  for  the  government  of 
the  day,  and  moreover  give  much  pleasure  to  many  people,  harassed  and 
not  so  harassed. 

Shall  we  see  excise  duty  on  that  erstwhile  sign  of  the  plutocrat — and 
connoisseur — the  cigar,  so  adjusted  as  to  make  it  possible  for  all  to  enjoy 
the  fragrant  weed  in  a  form  less  dangerous  to  life  but  satisfying  the 
Chancellor  and  the  addict. 

Polio-Myelitis 

It  IS  with  thanksgiving  that  we  have  seen  the  commencement  of 
inoculation  against  this  disease,  which  by  its  baffling  and  rather  terrifying 
nature  tends  to  make  us  more  frightened  than  we  ought  logically  to  be.  It 
IS  to  be  hoped  (and  I  believe  it  to  be  possible)  that  the  intensification  of  the 
inoculation  campaign  will  sound  the  death  knell  of  this  nightmare  disease. 

In  this  connection  I  would  once  more  re-iterate  the  need  for 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  to  ensure  the  continued  freedom  of  our 
people  from  this  erstwhile  (and  still  potential)  killer. 

Tuberculosis 

The  battle  against  this  scourge  goes  encouragingly  on.  The  outlook 
has  progressively  improved  owing  to  the  energetic  tackling  of  the  problem 
since  the  war.  It  is  hoped  that  by  1960  the  number  of  beds  required  may 
be  reduced  by  up  to  half.  In  the  last  ten  years  deaths  have  been  steadily 
less  and  less  but  there  is  still  a  notification  rate  which  demands  plenty  of 
work  from  the  chest  physician.  Beds  will  however  be  released  which  could 
be  used  for  other  chest  diseases  or  to  relieve  general  need. 

Housing 

The  figures  for  this  are  very  gratifying  and  the  number  of  private 
houses  is  a  record  one. 

Sewerage 

Except  for  the  scheme  for  Saxilby  which  is  still  held  up  but  about 
which  one  has  hopes,  the  various  schemes  are  progressing  favourably  and 
enhancing  the  amenities  of  our  District. 

Expectation  of  Life 

I  would  like  to  end  on  a  very  pleasant  prospect.  In  1912  the  expecta¬ 
tion  of  life  was  55  for  a  girl  and  52  for  a  boy;  whereas  by  1952  it  was  73 
for  a  girl  and  67  for*  a  boy. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  thank  your  officers  for  all  the  help  and  willing 
co-operation  which  ensures  oiir  steady  march  forward.
